I want to express my satisfaction, and I believe that of all Ameri- 
cans, at the action taken by the Organization of American States at 
the Punta del Este conference. Six resolutions, representing a six- 
point program, were passed by the conference early this morning. - ? 
Not a single nation joined Cuba in voting against these resolutions. 
The 20 other nations of this conference joined in a vigorous declara- 
tion against Communist penetration of this hemisphere, in £ 11 support 
for the Alliance for Progress, and to expel Cuba from the Inter- 
American Defense Board. For the first time, the indepe* dent Amer- 
ican states have declared with one voice that the concede of Marxist 
Leninism is incompatible "with the inter- American system, and they; 
have taken explicit steps to protect the hemisphere's ability to achieve 
progress with freedom. |
